complclo possession of the executive de- 
partment, ami with the intention of wield- 
ing its whole power in the coming election, 
there are individual motives and interests 
operating, which are haidly concealed by 
even the thin veil of outward appearance. 
The faction most vindictive in this prosecu- 
lion, most violent in its energy, aud most 
unscrupulous in the employment of means, 
is th.3t which expects to profit most direct- 
ly lijr the proposed change.

A negress who pretends to have been in 
the domestic service of Presidents Davis 
and Lincoln lias caused a book to bo writ- 
ten for her entitled “Behind the Scenes,” 
and tlic siiii'o has been published by an 
enterprising house in Now York, and is 
engaging just now much space in the pa- 
pers. The extracts wc have seen from it 
relate chiefly to the hou.sehold of Mr. Lin- 
coln and are of such a private character as 
should have been protected from disclos- 
ure. While, perhaps, these passages have 
some semblance of truth in them, they 
are doubtless highly colored and often 
abound in down-right falsehoods. The 
prattle of the distingui.shed couple who 
tenanted the White House, concerning the 
members of the Cabinet and the oflieers of 
the army is quite free and unrestrained. 
The characters of many public men are 
remorselessly dissected and Mrs. Lincoln 
seems to have had no love for Seward, 
Chase, Grant or Johnson. The mere pub- 
lication of such a book and the eagerness 
with wliich it is read are conclusive evi- 
dences of the vitiated literary taste of the 
American public. It shows the greedi- 
ness of the people to look into the inner 
sanctuaries of the lives of prominent men, 
and to par.ado their private opinions and 
confidential talk before the public. Sneb 
a book deserves burning. It belongs to 
that corrupt and ephemeral class of publi- 
cations of which the war and it.s incidents 
have been so fruitful. It deserves the con- 
tempt and execration of every friend of the 
privacy of the family circle and the puri- 
ty of our literary taste. Let it be shunned 
as the fangs of an adder. 

^^'We have received a prospectus of 
a “New School History of the United 
States,” written by some gentlemen in 
Y^irginia, and soon to be published. It is 
said to be the first work of the kind pre- 
pared from a Southern standpoint. We 
arc glad to see a movement of tliis kind 
and trust it will lie speedily followed by 
kindred efforts. Berbaps we cannot bet 
ter illustrate the scope and spirit and aim 
of those who ni-e endeavoring to create a 
school-book litciatmo for the South than 
by the following extract from the preface 
of the work to which we have alluded: 
‘For nearly a century the Puritans have 
written the school books of America. — 
Through these, by craftily insinuating er- 
ror into the minds of the young, they have 
propogated their peculiar ideas and es- 
tablished their power. In the primers, 
grammars and readers, Puritanic doctrinci 
sneaks unobserved into notice, in the com- 
pany of innocent truths which nobody 
disputes. In the geographies and histo- 
ries the strategy is different. Hero the 
opportunity for misrepresentation is grcat- 
er but the disguise is not so comjdcte. — 
Sometimes they indulge m a mere exag- 
geration of actual events; but the more 
usual mode is to piorvcrt or suppress un- 
suitable facts. 

That the South should so long have been 
hoodwinked in the matter of grammars 
and readers is deplorable; but that she 
should have been content to learn history 
from hereditary enemies, is incredible. It 
is time to turnover a new leaf.” 



Elections in Kentucky. 

It is probably not geiiernlly known that 
members of the Forty-First Congress from 
Kentucky arc to bo elected in November 
next. Y'et such is the fact. Under the 
recent law, the Congressmen from all the 
States arc to bo cbo.scn on the day when 
the Presidential election is held. Tlie 
present members hold their scats until the 
4th of March next. Heretofore the Con 
gi-cssional elections in Kentucky have been 
held in August, and when called sessions 
were held, w'e w'ere under the necessity of 
holding a special election as was done in 
May'last. The law requiring uniformity 
is a good one and will be of advantage to 
Kentucky. It was passed by the present 
Congress. 



The Origin oe the Kuklbx. — The Rich, 
mond Whig, in an article discussing the 
origin of this now famous organization, 
claiming to speak by authority, says the 
name is not of American origin, nor the 
whim of a wag, bnt, like the order itself, 
orginated in Chinn among the merchants 
engaged in smugling opium into that cm 
piro. It was introduced into America by 
lion. Ilumplirey Marshall on his rotnrn 
from tho Celestials. YIar.«hall organized 
the first Land in room 1)4, Brown’s Hotel 
Richmond, intending it for a sort of hilar- 
ious social club. Tho Whig says there 
arc four thousand Kiikluxes in Richmond, 
and seven hundred more waiting admission. 
Each one hundred has a captain, each fifty 
a lieutenant, and each twenty a sergeant. 
Only able-bodied tchile men are admitted, 
and oil must bo of manly stature. 



General Reynolds, in command of tho 
District of Texas, has issued an order di- 
recting that sheriffs and constables execute 
all writs issued by Bureau agents, tbe 
same as if such writs had been issued from 
a civil court of tho State, but agents of the 
Bureau are not to charge for any service 
rendered by them. Appeals can be made 
from the agent to the Assistant Commis- 
sioner.

The Insult to the Flag by Congress 
The National Intelligencer says tliat 
when General Dix issued the celebrated 
order — “If any man attempts to lianl 
down the American ling, shoot him on the 
spot” — it was not contemplated that tho 
same flag might soon become a subject of 
contumely by the Congress of tlie United 
States. It was not supposed that the ling 
under which a million of Union soldiers, 
constituents of these power-proud Senators 
and members of Congress, had fought, and 
for which hundreds of thousands of them 
have died, and other hundreds of thou- 
sand have lost limbs or incurred grievous 
wounds, it was not supposed that under 
such circimistances this flag, borne by a 
Linion soldier, would have been by an or- 
der of Congress denied entrance into the 
Capitol of the United States. But such 
is the fact. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the rotun- 
da of the "Capitol is free to all people. At 
the meetingof tho Thirty-ninth Congress, 
when the uegio-drivers of the District got 
up their demonstration (never yet paid for) 
to tho logul members of the Tliirty-ninlli 
Congress, a procession of negroes, escorted 
by a few renegade while men wiili music 
and banners, came to the Capitol, both 
Houses took a recess in lionor of the occa- 
sion, to go out and meet their Sambo 
proteges. Tlie free entree of the whole 
building was given to the motley crowd 
who followed tlie drum and fife on that oc 
casion; but wlicn a wortliy Union soldier, 
one who paid his tour of duty, without ei- 
ther stealing or shirking; after havin; 
walked fifteen hundred miles with the fla; 
upon his shoulder, unarmed, alone, and 
without scrip or purse, through the whole 
extent of that terrible country where 
standing army is requisite to keep the 
peace, comes to tho capital of the nation, 
he and his flag are denied admission into 
its Capitol. 

It matters little how it came about. It is 
of no consequence that the negro Council 
of YYashington city denied him the hospi- 
talities of the city. All thc.se things are 
of small importance; hut when ho came 
with his flag, which ho lia-1 carried witli 
honor and reverence though fifteen liundred 
miles of tho Soutli — when he came with it 
to the door of tho Capitol of the United 
States, he was refused ndiiiissloii by a bur- 
ly chief of Ca]iitol police, who professed 
to be acting under onlers from tho Senate. 
It is remarkable that while Sergeant 
Bates and his flag, and the ichitc men with 
him, were thus estopjied from eiiteriiig 
even the rotunda of the Capitol, more than 
a hundred negroes, who had followed the 
procession, were allowed to enter tlie sa 
cred precincts without question. 

Has it then come to this, that a whit, 
soldier hearing the flag of his country shall 
bo coarsly denied admission into the Cap- 
itol of liis conntr}’, when every greasy ne- 
gro who has just escaped from some Y'ii- 
ginia plantation may enjoy tliat privilege? 

It is not expected that the hero of Big 
Bethel or he of Y’ienna should have nnicli 
sympathy for a soldier who had really fac 
ed the fiery foe, and from first to Inst ex- 
posed himself to bullets and bayonets; biq 
it might bo stipposcd that tlio men who 
pretend to bo members of Congress and 
Senators, and the under^ngs whom they 
have clothed with uniforms and a little 
brief autliorlly, would linve some sort of 
consideration for a soldier and the lli 

The rotunda of tho Capitol is a public 
place. Anybody, wliitc or black, wlio is 
well behaved, can go there. Thu build 
ing is under the control of the Siipcrintend- 
ent of Public Buildings and Grontids. — 
Sergeant Bates had an order from tho Su- 
perintendent to go to the dome of the Cap- 
itol and wave has flag there. YYlicn tlie 
order was applied for, the Superintendent, 
ill his innocent patriotism, said: “I know 

no regulation that forbids the waving of an 
American flag from the dome of the Cap- 
itol.” Y’et when he came to wave it, the 
bearer of the flag was denied admission 
not only into the dome, but even into the 
rotunda. 

Driven from the Capitol where negroc.s 
were admitted free, and a white Union 
soldier, who had alone and unarmed car- 
ried the flag of his country through fifteen 
hundred miles of what is by the Radicals 
accounted a hostile country. Sergeant 
Bates and his flag found refuge under the 
mifinished monument intended to boertvilcd 
by the people to George YYashington. — 
Here his mission was finished. 

W’hat a commentary this must furnish 
to the people of the country. Their flag de- 
nied admission into the Capitol of the nail n 
because it was carrieil by a Union soldier, 
who had followed it under Slicrman in all 
his weary march, and had carried it iigaiii 
alone through the whole extent of tho 
South; that flag and that soldier and the 
white men accompanying him denied ad- 
mission into the Capitol of the nation by 
order of the Senate, while all the vilest ne- 
groes who could be congregated by a band 
were allowed free let and entrance. It is 
monstrous to contemplate. The Senator 
who gave this order, or the Senators who 
acceded to it, will have occasion to blush 
before tbe people for what they have done. 

The President’s counsel. Judge Curtis, 
is the one who dissented from the majori- 
ty opinion of the United States Supreme 
Court, headed by Judge Taney, in the cel- 
ebrated Died Scott decision. He resigned 
his position on account of insufficiency of 
pay, and his practice now amounts to S30,- 
000 a year.

Never Too Late to Lears*. — It is a 
. great mistake to suppose that little can he 
accomplished if a man has reached (he age 
•of thirty or forty years. Nine-tenths of 
'Clever men have actually exhibited more 
vigor of intellect at fifty years of age than 
at forty. J’ranklin was forty before he be- 
gan in real earnest the study of natural 
philosophy. The principal of one of the 
most flourishing colleges iu America was 
a farm servant till Ire was past the age 
when most students have completed their 
collegiate education. Sir Henry Spelraan 
did not begin the study of science until he 
was between fifty and sixty years of age.

volution in the dramatic literature of Italy, 
Was left without a father in his infancy, 
and wasted early years. John Ogilby, the 
author of poetical translations of Virgil 
and Homer, began to study Latin when 
considerably above forty yeai-s of age, and 
Greek when in his fifty-fourth. Boccacio, 
one of the most illustrious wr iters that ever 
appeared in Italy, suffered nearly the half 
of his life to pass without improvement. — 
Handel was forty-eight before he publish- 
ed any of his great works. Dr. Thomas 
Arnold.of Rugby, lear ned German at for ty, 
in order that be might read Neibirhr iu the 
original. Let these examples tell upon 
your character, invigorate and cheer you 
in your nndertakiags.
